The number of Loan Funds in 1873 on Board’s Register was 80, being 2 more than in 
the preceding year. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country connected with the Board 
in 1873 amounted to £520,714; it fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum of 
£4,107. 

The capital of Loan Funds actually working in 1873 amounted to £138,207 ; it exceeded 
that of the preceding year by the sum of £3,431. 

The number of loans made in 1873 was 106,195 ; it fell short of that of the preceding 
year by 2,527. 

The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1873, at 2 d. each, was 108,300 ; it exceeded 
the number sold in 1872 by 1,900. 

The produce of the sale of Notes in 1873 was. £902 10s. ; showing an increase, as com- 
pared with that of 1872, of £250 10s. 4 d. 

The number of Debeiltures sold in 1873 by the Board, at Is. each, was 220 ; the 
produce of the sale v of which was £11. There was an increase in the number sold, as 
compared with 1872, of 53, and in the produce of the sale, of £2 13s. 

The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discount, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1873, amounted to £15,629 9s. 10 d. ; they exceeded the amount 
derived from the same sources in 1 872 by £187 7s. lOd. 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1873 was £3,725 14s. Id . ; 
showing an increase, as compared with the same item in 1872, of £355 11s. 10c?. 

The amount of Surplus Profits applied to charitable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1873, was £1,550 14s. 3d. ; showing an increase of such grants 
in that year, as compared with 1872, of £21 10s. 10c?.

The reasons for the falling-off of the operations of Loan Funds, from the year 1846 to 
the present time, may be stated in the following terms 

The first remarkable decrease from the circulation of 1845 of £1,870,337 sterling to 
that of 1846 of £1,778,591, and again from that of 1846 to that of 1847 to £867,115, 
may be mainly ascribed to the results of the famine in 1846-7, extensive emigration, 
and mortality. ... 

For several subsequent years the influences of that extensive emigration and mortality 
continued to affect disastrously Loan Fund- operations. •- • 
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THE LOAN FUND BOARD, IRELAND. 

Other causes contributed to the decrease of Loan Fund circulation, till eventually it 
fell, in the year 1873, to the sum of £520,714 sterling 1 . So that the operations of 
Loan Funds in Ireland were in i873 less than they had been in 1845 by the sum of 
£1,349,623. 

This very large decrease for some years past may be attributed, partly to -alteration fpr 
the better in the circumstances of that portion of the industrious agricultural poor of 
Ireland which constituted the borrower class of Loan Funds ; but largely it must be 
ascribed to the practice which has been adopted by the Branch Banks throughout the 
country to a large extent issuing loans so low as £10, and even £5, to borrowers of that 
class of small farmers and dealers on a small scale, who could only heretofore get loans 
of such small amounts from Loan Funds. 

The continued decrease in the income of the Board for several years past having 
induced the Commissioners to call the attention of the Government to the fact, and the 
result of inquiries by the Board of the several managers of Loan Funds throughout the 
country having led to the adoption of the alteration made in the price charged for *: 
Promissory Note forms, the introduction of an amended Act of Parliament, 35 and 36 , 
of Viet., chap. 17, date 27th June, 1872, was determined on, whereby the price of said 
Notes was raised from If/, to 2 d. each. That increase has sufficed to meet the expenditure 
of the Board for 1873, and left a balance in bank on the 31st of December, 1873, that, 
after paying all charges of that year, will be available for the year 1874, to the amount of 
£460 3s. Id. 

The Board deem it necessary to remove an erroneous impression that has caused 
communications to be made to them, and statements to be made to Parliament, to the 
effect that the Loan Fund Institution now existing in virtue of the Act 6 & 7 Viet., cap. 
91, of 1S43, is the same as the Reproductive Loan Fund Society, which dates from 1822, 
the year of one of those periodical famines which have visited this country twice in the 
present century, on which occasion a subscription was raised in England and throughout, 
the British Empire for the relief of the suffering poor of Ireland, and out of which 
cireumstancesTthe late Reproductive Loan Fund Society had its origin, but has long 
ceased to exist, and never was connected in any way with- the existing Loan Fund 1 
Institution, hut on the contrary was specially placed beyond the control of the Loan. 
Fund Board by the 47th section of the existing Loan Fund Act.
